Ail Inquisitorial City Ordinance. 

It was thought at lite lime tba Act of tn- 
corporation For I ho City of Victoria was 
passed, that among the tnanv faults found 
with the measure, u groaa injury was put 
upon the city and their municipal rupresen- 
lalives, by giving the Governor ttie vetoing 
power over Ilia by-laws or the Mayor and 
Council, li whs considered nothing more 
than an attempt to still ke?p the people of 
Victoria in the leading strings of the Execu- 
tive, and as such was received in no very 
thunklul mood, Whether euch was the main 
intention which guided Ihe framing of that 
portion of the Act giving the power in ques- 
tion, we shall not attempt to discuss; but 
that under the circumstances the proviso is 
not without its uses, the short experience we 
have had of the working of the City Charter 
renders sufficiently obvious. Little else 
could be expected, however, when we consid- 
er that instead of the Legislature properly de- 
fining the duties ot the Corporation and their 
officers, so us to leave little room for their 
going astray, or being in doubt as to their 
proper course of conduct, everything was left 
to be patched up by the Mayor and Council. 
The consequence is that the greater portion 
of the time ot the City Council bus been taken 
up in legislating; and queer legislating some of 
it is. „To judge irom the Ordinance on real es- 
tate, published a Few days ago,tli« City Council 
serin to think that they have the power to 
constitute the Mayor or Town Clerk a court 
for the pit pose of deciding contested titles to 
City lots. Let us take for instance, the sixth 
clause of ihe Ordinance, which reads as fol- 
lows: " Iu case of any dispute or doubt 
arising as to who is the real owner of any 
Real Estate, it may be lawful for ihe Mayor 
or Town Clerk to require the parties to fur- 
nish the deeds of the same." 

Here is an attempt to compel people to ex- 
pose to the view of the Mayor, Town Clerk, 
or ihe Assessor, the ins and outs of their 
private affairs— an assumption of power on 
the part of the Corporation altogether beyond 
the bounds of reason. There is no! the 
slightest justification for such an arbitrary 
enactment, There is no absolute uecessily 
for Ihe Assessor ku owing who is the real 
owner ol any lot whose title is contested, 
anil if there was, neither the Mayor, Town 
Clerk r.or Assessor, are the proper parties to 
decide a question of that nature. What ex- 
traordinary knowledge ol Real Property law 
docs the office ol Mayor, Assessor, or Town 
Clerk confer upon a man that he undertakes 
on the examination of a few deeds produced 
to decide whether A. Li. or C. D, is Ihe 
rightful owner ol a City lul ? We tan see 
none. .Any one knows that a disputed title 
'would he the most difficult und the one most 
lequiring a professional knowledge to decide. 
I!ut why dwell upon this when there is noticed 
whatever ol any decision of contested title. 
The Corporation wish to impose a tax upon 
land in the City. This tax should bo a first 
charge upon the land assessed and is made 
so in the Victoria Incorporation Amendment 
Act, now passing through the House of As- 
sembly. By that -Vet, also, provision is 
made for enforcing this charge by selling a 
sufficient portion ol" the land to pay the taxes. 
This bein:; the case, it mutters little to the 
Council so long us die property is worth the 
amount of the rale, who is its owner, as the 
Corporation must ultimately be paid. Some 
body musi pay the tuxes, whether he be 
agent, owner, or purchaser under a tax sale. 
Where, then, i hero are rr.ore than oDe claim- 
ant tn the property Ihe Corporation should 
waive the qucslion of the real title of each 
and look upon all as jointly and severally 
interested ill the property and liable to pay 
the taxes. They would thus be in a position, 
in case of 110:1 payment of the amount asses- 
sed, to sell the chattels of all or any of them. 
It would bo only proper however to try to 
collect ill the lirst instance from the claimant 
in actual possession. In some countries it is 
the practice, we believe, in the case of scv 
oral claimants to compel each to pay the 
\vh«le amount of the taxes, and after the title 
has been finally settled in the proper courls 
ol justice, to le.oiid the amount paid by the 
unsuccessful suitors. Either of the two 
modes we have just specified, is preferable lo 
the one sought io be introduced by the Coun- 
cil. The laller is loo inquisitorial iu its 
character lo give satisfaction to any* oue iu 
this community, and should not be allowed 
to become law. Not (illly is the sixth clause 
of the Ordinance in question highly objec- 
tionable and impracticable, but the form of 
the return also is capable of improvement. 
What right, for instance, have the Council to 
inquire as lo how and fioni whom u man hus 
obtained his property. Such mailers are al- 
together beyi nd their province, and should 
be protected from impertinent curiosity. 

Wo trust, lien, lliat this matter will be 
brought before His Excellency's notice, that 
he may exercise the power of veto given him 
by the Act of Incorporation! Though it be 
a power which should he used as sparingly as 
possible, we cannot conceive but that he 
would bo doings public service by prevent- 
ing the passage of so important a IJy-law as 
the Ordinance for tho Assessment of lieul 
Estate while it is disfigured by such obnox- 
ious features. The matter should be attended 
10 at once, ns three day.-: out of tho seven al- 
lowed by the Charter for the Governor signi- 
fying his disapproval, have already elapsed ; 
another four mid tho Ordinance may become 
law if no objection is made.

CARIBOO SILVER MINES. 



THEIR EXTRAORDINARY RICHNESS. 
Field for Capitalists. 



We are indebted to Mon. tiitiia, a scien- 
tilic gentleman wlio had had many years ex- 
perience in the Magdalemi silvur mines in 
Mexico, for the following highly important 
information in reference to the immensii rich- 
ness of the silver bearing qnarlz lea J 9 in 
Cariboo. There can bo no iloubi whatever 
that a field will shortly be opened in that di- 
rection which will oiler the strongest induce- 
ment for capitalists la enter upon the devel- 
opment ol the mineral resources of British 
Columbia. Mon. Delfis yesterday showed us 
some specimens of quartz, ti portion of two 
hundred pounds which Mon. Souques, a 
Frenchman, Ims brought down Irom Souques 
Creel;, in Cariboo. It contains gold, silver 
and lend in huge quantities. Mon. Souques 
had the t|uaitz packed by Labourdere, a 
French packer, as far as Lylton, and from 
that he had it forwarded to this city. 

Souques Creek is situated fifteen miles 
north of Quosnellc village, and four miles 
south of Keithley's Creek, and was discovered 
last summer by the miner whose name it 
bears. There are two companies who have 
taken up claims already, viz: First, \'ig:io!o, 
Van Coknren & Souques company, and E. 
M. Chiiu iard and L, Villi main's. 

Mon. SougUes, who has had a vast deal of 
experience as a practical assayer at Washoe 
and Lower California, assures us Hint lis 
never saw anything so rich as the silver-bear 
ing ores of Caribou, The crop quartz at Vig- 
nolo Co.'s lead lias been proved to yield from 
live to ten dollars per ton ; whilst Iho surfdea 
quartz at Washoe nod Lower California 
scarcely give any sign of metal. 

A few feet from the surface the quartz nt 
Souques Creole produce ("as far as can be 
judged from the assays already mads) the 
following result, viz : silver, from $250 to 
$300 per ton ; gold, $50 por ton ; lead, 800 
pounds per ton. 

The deeper they have gone into the moun- 
tain the richer the lead, and even five or six 
feet from the surface seems to make a great 
differenco in the yield When one considers 
that the main shaft at the Maudalena mine in 
Mexico is nine hundred leet deep, and has 
paid nearly all the way, it cannot help ex- 
citing the greatest interest in the undevel- 
oped extent ol the new mines discovered in 
Caribou. 

At Samples Creek the surface ore is com- 
posed ol mostly all galena with a small 
quantity of gold and silver. Six feet down 
it presents all the characteristics ol Bulphu- 
rats, somewhat like the world renowned I 
Mexican Companies' lead at Washoe, with 
this important difference however, that Iho 
former contains lead in a much larger pro- 
portion than the latter, and this fact is the 
more encouraging in connection with the 
discovery, as every one who has any know~ 
ledge Of silver mining is aware that it re- 
quires a great quantity of lead to make the 
working of silver leads remunerative. 

Mon. Souques is sanguine enough to be- 
lieve thai the silver ores in this creel; will 
yield before the present year is out above 
S'JODU to Ihc ion, and altogether thro* into 
the shade the mines of Washoe and Lower 
California. II his anticipations are realised, 
British Columbia will stand in die foremost 
rank of mi ning. countries in the world, and 
cannot fail to attract people from all nations 
to its shores. 

Whilst in all probability after a time, the 
gold mines will decrease in value and extent, 
on the oth r hand the silver-bearing quart/ 
will last far years, as seems to be the case in 
Mexico and other countries where it has been 
worked. 

Here, then, is a field open for enquiry and 
development. Capitalists anil others desir- 
ous of embarking in such enterprises would 
do well to give it their consideration.

kill her. She had seen a pistol in his hand 
the day picvious, bin she knew nothing of 
the knife that was fjund concealed on his 
poison.

POLICE. 

Dr. Helinckcn remarked that a policeman 
was never seen in the rural districts unless; it 
wad in pursuit of some fugitive from justice, 
and condemned the system by which the 
polic a supported out of the general revenue 
were kept in the town. There was plenty 
of cattle billing and stealing, as well ns dep 
rcdations upon orchards going on, and he 
thought that a detective should be engaged 
to ferret out the guilty persons. Something 
oaght to be done to stop the stealing that was 
going on, or some of the small farmers would 
he ruined. 

Dr. Tolmie staled that many of the settlers 
lost chickens and turkeys — in some instances 
by pot-hunters. There was no kind of pro- 
tection afforded them, and some sort of 
mounted police was required. 

l>r. IIelmck%n suggested that some persons 
probably mistook cattle for deer nnd chickens 
for partridges [Hear, anil laughter. | 

Mr. Tru'eh said that perhaps they mistook 
apples for partridges also, lie could testify to 
the attaok upon orchards. 

Mr. Foster said that similar complaints 
had been made in other places, and proper 
measures taken in consequence. He could 
not advise that the town forco should be em- 
ployed in the districts, but was of opinion 
that some kind of rural police should be es- 
tablished. Me believed that the gentleman 
rillinfj the ollice of Commissioner of Police 
entertained different views upon this sub- 
ject to almost every other Colonist. Ilo 
| seemed to fancy that people bad no right to 
have valuable property outside the- town — 
i! was such a temptation — they should keen 
a private watchman, etc. 

Dr. Helinckcn said he agreed with the lion, 
member for Lake, that a different police 
I lon e might be advantageously employed 
lie conside.ed thai ihey should ba under one 
heno*nnd iho chief ollice in Victoria, ihe 
ramifications of the system extending to the 
various districts. lie contended, however, 
thai there certainly should be some authority 
iu the districls, who when cattle stealing was 
known to be going on. might lake cognizance 
of the matter.

For general purposes of education, $5000. 
.Mr. Foster drew the attention of the Gov- 
ernment to the town ol Esquimau, which was 
left unprovided with a school, whilst at a place 
in the same district where only a lew chil- 
dren were to be found, there was a resident 
school master.

If it were 
thought necessary to remove the school from 
Craigfiower to Esqnimalt, the Governor 
could appoint a commission to inquire into 
the matter and effect the change.

Improvement of Victoria harbor, $87,300.

The Harbor Commission had reported that 
the Mini ol' £100,000 would be required to 
make a capacious harbor, accessible for ves- 
sels drawing is feel of water, bill that £20,- 
000, properly expended, would render the 
harbor available for shipi drawing 1"> feet 
and under. The committee had lurther de- 
clared, lhat if some improvements were not 
effected and regulations established for Ihe 
purpose of preventing injury being done to 
Ihe harbor, al the end ol three years vessels 
drawing 10 feet of water would not he able 
to cross the bar. 

Mr, Gary staled that the Government in- 
tended al "present lo procure a sleam dredge, 
tug, and (lie necessary barges, with which it 
was expected lhat the obstacle ol iho bur 
might he removed, and considerable im- 
provement effected in oilier portions of ihe 
harbor. It was not contemplated lo blast 
any of the rocks nt ibis juncture. After the 
cost of the apparatus, beyond skilled labor, 
the additional expense inciured would be 
trilling, as the employment of ihe chain 
gang upon the barges would be found a suit- 
aide and profitable occupation for its mem- 
bers. 

Dr. Helmcken suggested that the man- 
agement ol ihe nlfair should he confided to a 
competent engineer., with no other occupa- 
tion lo attend to. lb: himself did not see 
the necessity for such an expense at all, as 
though he. bad been constantly told the har- 
bor was filling up. In- failed in see it. He 
believed lhat die condition ol' ihe bar was 
exactly the same as it was twelve years ago.

their very existence almost unknown beyond the 
precincts of the Hudson Hay Company's ollices 

Only about three years have elapsed and many 
changes have been affected; the inhabitants feel a 
little more enlightened, and considerably more 
urbane, and, in short, mere like a ciwlize;'. com- 
munity. 

C1ICRCII ES. 

N'e arc now highly favored with privilege for 
worship, having two beautiful and commodious ed- 
ifices, whose pulpltl are occupied by earnest, 
zealous and indefatigable pastors. The Wesleynn 
Church (I-'.bcnezcr) was erected in 18(10 to accomo- 
date a congregation which had for two years pre- 
viously worshipped In the Colonial School room, 
under the ministry of the Rev. A. Browning. His 
successor, the Rev. E. Uobson, has occupied the 
station since lSti!). The Episcopal Church (St. 
Paul's) was consecrated last summer, and is in- 
deed u noble evidence of the unremitting zeal and 
energy of its worthy pastor, tho llev. J, B. Good, 
through whose instrumentality it was bu'lt. Each 
of tho churches have school-chapels in connection 
with them nn the Indian Reservation, «t which 
Ihe Indians attend.

It 
is said that Helm. the. only survivor, had 
something io do with llieir death, as there 
was a considerable sum of money among the 
members of toe patty. He is distinctly ac- 
cused of cannibalism, in eating their dead 
bodies.
